It 
gays, “And lo, I [remember He 
was the crucified, buried, risen, 
glorified Saviour when He said 
that] am with you always, even 
unto the end of the age.” We can 
have revivals right up to about a 
millionth of a second before Jesus 
eomes., Oh, I wish we believed that!

If you followed 
me around a little, you would find 
that I get in pretty hard churches, 
Some dear sister will come around 
and say, “Brother Barnard, do you 
believe these are the last days?”

In I Corinthians, chapter 11, 
there is a passage that has to do 
with the relative place of men 
and women in the home and in 
the church, in God’s sight. 


“Now I praise you, brethren, 
that ye remember me in all 
things, and keep the ordinances, 
as I delivered them to you. But 
I would have you know, that the 
head of every man is Christ; and 
the head of the woman is the 
man; and the head of Christ is 
God.”—I Cor. 11:1, 2. 

Remember that order: God 
first, then Christ, then man, then 
woman. God is the head of Christ, 
Christ is the head of man, and 
man is the head of the woman. 

“Every man praying or prophe- 
sying, having his head covered, 
dishonoureth his head,” 

Men, when you pray, if you 
should, have long, uncut hair or 
have on your hat, that would 
wrong. When a man prays, he 
takes off his hat. Nobody had to 
meet you at the door today and 
remind you to remove your hat; 
yet every man took off his hat 
when he came in. A man is not 
like a woman. God has a differ- 
ent plan for a man than for a 
woman. And the Scripture says 
in verses 5 to 9: 

“But every woman that pray-

The next verses continue: “In 
like manner also, that women 
adorn themselves in modest ap- 
parel, with shamefacedness and 
sobriety; not with broided hair, 
or gold, or pearls, or costly ar- 
ray; But (which becometh women 
professing godliness) with good 
works. Let the woman learn in 
silence with all subjection. But 
I suffer not a woman to teach, 
nor to usurp authority over the 


The Associated Men’s. Bible 
Classes of Mifflin County, Penn- 
sylvania, decided to’ try to have 
a union city-wide revival cam- 
paign in Lewistown.

God says—and He starts with 
men—"I will therefore that men 
pray every where, lifting up holy 
hands, without wrath and doubt- 
ing.” Here is a Bible doctrine 
that men are somebody special, 
and that God has a special work 
for men. Many things I will say 
this afternoon may not be new, 
but I will put a new emphasis to 
it in that God has a special work 
for men. God does have a mes- 
sage for men. There is nothing 
unscriptural in getting together 
a group of men for a men’s meet- 
ing. In the twenty-fourth chap- 
ter of Joshua, Joshua had a men’s 
meeting. He called together the 
heads of the tribes of Israel and 
said to them: “ . as for me and 
my house, we will serve the 
Lord,” 

Last night I read to you Acts, 
chapter 16. The jailor came to 
Paul and Silas and said, “What 
must I do to be saved?” and they 
said, “Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved, 
and thy house.” You can be 
saved by believing on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and your house can 
be saved that way, too. Men, you 
are to look after your house. 

If God is talking to a child, He 
does not say, “I am looking to 
you to get your father and moth- 
er.” But God says to the man: 
“You believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ and be saved, and thy 
house.” 


I. Men in God’s Plan 

First of all, I want to talk 
about men in God’s plan. 

1. Man Is in God’s Image in & 
Sense That Women Are Not. 

Christ is masculine. God the 
Father is masculine. The attri- 
butes, the pronouns referring to 
deity are always masculine.

II. Men’s Sins Against Their

I want you to notice, next, the 
sins of men, There are three 
kinds. First of all, there is the 
sin of men. against themselves. 
Every sin is against God and every 
sin against God hurts somebody 
else. But there are some sins 
particularly against men them- 
selves, against the body. For

All 
the evangelists in the Bible were 
men. God wants men to lead. 
Preachers, the best thing that 
could happen to your church would 
be for a bunch of men with cour- 
age and gumption and backbone 
and common sense and manhood 
to lead in the church, along with 
the pastor. Say, “Amen” to that, 
preachers.

That is God’s plan. In matters 


God lives in your body and your 
body is the temple, the church 
house of the Holy Spirit. This 
window here in the church is 
beautiful. When the sun shines 
on it in the afternoon it is specially 
sweet and beautiful to me. But 
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let me tell you something: God 
does not especially care about 
Gothic architecture, a pipe organ, 
sweet music, altar rails, the glow 
of candles, stained glass windows. 
God has no special affinity for 
those. The house of God is not 
this building. We say it as an 
accommodation of thought, but 
we do not quite tell the truth when 
we call it a sanctuary. This is 
the sanctuary (pointing to body). 
You are the house of God. The 
Spirit of God dwells in your 
bodies. Sometimes we have re- 
vival services in a big theatre and 
somebody says, “It does not feel 
sacred in here.” But it is sacred, 
if God’s people are there. It is 
sacred wherever God’s people go. 
Your body is the temple of the 
Holy Ghost. 

I remember how distressed I 
was once in Dallas. I went to a 
church building where a great 
denomination was gathering, and 
I was surprised to find on the 
steps of that church house scores 
and scores of cigarette butts. Be- 
fore they went in, many would 
stop and take a few draws on their 
cigarettes and then throw them 
away. People came out between 
Sunday School and church services 


to smoke cigarettes. They could

I said to my wife as I took 
it home and put it up: “O my! 
We must make sure that every- 
body can tell that Gog dwells 
within.” Every Christian ought to 
say, “If Jesus Christ lives in me, 
if the Holy Spirit of God lives in 
me, if I am God's church house, 
then what a sin to. defile the 
body!” That is what is wrong 
with dirty language. That is what 
is wrong with a lewd mind, with 
beer, with drunkenness.

Don’t you see what 
a sin it is for anybody to defile 
his body ? 

I am not going into the matter’ 
of sex sins, only just enough to 
say this: God intended men to take 
the lead and for men to be as 
pure as anybody else. God never 
intended a woman to be more chaste 
than a man. God intended men 
to take the lead and to live clean. 
God intendeg your thoughts to be 
just as clean as any woman’s. If 
you don’t live like God intended 
you to live, then you are a dirty 
hypocrite, a quitter, a slacker, 
Any man who expects a woman 
live a purer and cleaner life than 
you do, then you are not trust 
worthw, not honest, but you are am 
insincere hypocrite and the scum 
of the earth. If you don’t live

school. “Hurrah for the preach- 
ers!” was Dr. Jones’ comment. 


He also announced that gsudents 
underwrote $62,000 toward § the 
school’s construction. 

Buildings a Miracle 

Dr, Jones said the school main- 
tains “high academic standards” 
but that “we have never strutted 
our academic standards.” 

The buildings, which were con- 
structed in about 14 months, are 
a “miracle,” he said. 

The founder of the school said 
he believes in scrambling the old- 
time mourners’ bench with busi- 
ness sense and “it’s good when 
you scramble it right.” He de- 
cried what he termed the old idea 
that an evangelist had a greasy 
nose, dirty fingers, baggy nants 
and unpolished shoes. He also 
deplored the “conspiracy in this 
nation to reflect on evangelists.” 
He said the “greatest, noblest, 
cleanest, kindest and most unsel- 
fish men he ever knew” were 
evangelists. 

Dr. Jones, Jr., presided over the 
ceremonies, iy hearing 9 speakers 
and leaders of music. He also in- 
troduced a number of platform 
guests, who included either the 
president or an appointed repre- 
sentative of various South Caro- 
lina schools and several frepresent- 
ing the state board of education, 
including Dr. W. F. Loggins of 
Greenville, a member of the state 
board.”’ 

Dr. Jones introduced P. D. Mea- 
dors, president of the Chamber of 
Commerce, and paid particular 
tribute to K. B. Miles, former ex- 
ecutive vice resident of that 
group.

The formal ded- 
ication which took place in the 
University’s new and modern au- 
ditorium, came as a climax to a 
day-long program of rejoicement 
over the progress of the Univer- 
sity. 

Governor Thurmond briefly 
welcomed the Bob Jones Uni- 
versity to Greenville and to 
aa Carolina, He said, “This 
is to be one of the great- 
~F — tutions of its kind in the 
nation. We are proud to add 
this fine University to our list 
of outstanding educational insti- 
tutions.” The stern-faced South 
Carolina political leader pro- 
duced a ripple of laughter in the 
audience and brought a comely 
blush to his you bride’s face 
when he remarked, “Surely _ 
don’t expect a man who has 
been married only a few days 
to make an address.” No one 

seemed to expect it. 


Master of ceremonies for the 
dedication was suave, red-carnati- 
oned Bob Jones, Jr., son of the 
founder and president of the Uni- 
versity. Dr. Jones, Jr., introduced 
the distinguished guests who sat 
several rows deep on the mam- 
moth stage of Rodeheaver Audi- 
torium. resent were representa- 
tives of every South Carolina col- 
lege, city officials of Greenville, 
officers of the State Board of Ed- 
ucation and scores of trustees and 
patrons of the University. 


Warm Reception 

Even though numerous — 
ers ‘preceded him to the ros 
rough and tumble, down-to- earth 
Bob Jones Sr., was accorded the 
warmest reception of all. Evan- 
gelist Jones, whose speech is rich 
with colloquialisms and lain, 
earthy expressions, revealed his 
formula for accomplishing that 
which was seemingly impossible— 
the task of erecting a university 
of 25 buildings and 2,500 students 
in just a little more than a year’s 
time. “We scramble together cul- 
ture, old time mourners’ bench re- 
ligion, and business sense . . When 
you scramble these right they 
come out good.” He explained 
that the Bob Jones University had 
become a reality because the in- 
stitution put Christ before every- 
thin “The devil doesn’t own 
anyt ing here,”’ Founder Jones an- 


announced. “The devil is a four- 
flusher . . . he doesn’t own any- 
thing.” 


The veteran evangelist preach- 
er enthralled his listeners with 
his homely informality and his 
frequent interjection of wittic- 
isms. He termed himself the 
“budget boy” of the University 
because he is in charge of rais- 
ing and expending the funds 
which made the erection of the 
University possible. Founder 
Jones described briefly the prin- 
cipal buildings of the campus 
and told for whom each had 
been named. 

One of the dormitories for wom- 
en was named after the widow of 
well-known Evangelist. Billy Sun- 
day. Colorful, active Nell Sunday, 
present for the dedication, pre- 
sented the University with a Bible 
and several pages of sermon notes 
which were once used by her hus- 
band during his long career of 
spreading the gospel of evangel- 
ism throughout the nation. 

Another dormitor ry was named 
for the late Bibb Graves, former 
Governor of Alabama and a Zea- 
ous patron of Bob Jones College 
when it was located at Cleveland, 
Tenn.

like you talk; if you have one set 
of. mora] standards for yourself 
and a higher one for your wife, 
you are a plain, crooked, insincere 
hypocrite. No, God intended that 
men shoulg live toward God with 
the body as something holy. “I 
will therefore that men pray every 
where, lifting up holy hands.” 


Men, you pray, don’t you? For 
your own hearts’ sake, the next 
time you go alone to pray, tonight 
Or this afternoon, will you lift up 
your hands and say, “O God, make 
them holy. My life—make it holy. 
My heart—make it holy’? God 
would hear us if we had holy hands 
lifted up when we pray. God par- 
ticularly said to men first that He 
wanted them to have holy hands. 
Men are to have holy hands lifted 
up when they pray. Oh, how many 
of you men have clean hands, a 
pure heart, and a body given over 
to the Spirit of God? I am talk- 
ing about sins of men which defile 
this body. When a man’s brain is 
befogged with liquor or alcohol, 
when a man hurts his health by 
smoking and has a hacking cough 
and he is not doing what he ought 
to do for Jesus Christ—-what a sin 
that is! 

Ill. Men’s Sins Against the 

Family 

Another kind of sins of men is 
gins against the family. 

1. Men Sin Who Do Not Take 
a Man’s Responsibility Over the 
Home. 

A woman is not to be respon- 
gible as the head of the family. 
If a man does not take the re- 
esponsibility God gives him, then 
he is a slacker, a quitter. To 
slide out from under _ responsi- 
bility is a wicked thing. 

Brother Glassco, no doubt 
sweethearts stand at this marri- 
age altar and take the holy vow, 
“‘Til death do us part.” That 
vow involves before God that man 
will love and cherish, protect and 


provide for his wife. Sometimes 
we say, “With all my earthly 
good [I thee endow.” There 


are certain obligations you men 
took at the marriage altar, and 
you took them before God. You 
not only promised the woman, the 
preacher and the public, but you 
promised God to take the place 
of a married man. “I am grown 
up and will take my respensibil- 
ity. I will take my place as a 
man,” you vowed. I wonder if 
you lied to God? How many of 
you do not even. have thanks at 
the table? How many of you 
are letting your children grow up, 
undisciplined? How many of you 
are letting your family go on 
with no leadership for God, no 
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teaching of the Word of God? 
Then you are a quitter. When 
you took holy vows to be respon- 


sible, you ued to God in youi 
promise. You failed God in 
your responsibility. And, you 


are going to meet an angry God 
one of these days. If you do not 
mean to take a husband’s and 
father’s place, then don’t you 
marry. Why should men taxe 
holy vows and not live up to 
them? Take your place, men. 
Take your responsibility. It is a 
sin against your family not to 
lead them right. 


I had a letter after I  iIleft 
Winston-Salem this } ges 
which read something like this: 


“I will never forget what hap- 
pened to me. My father before 
me let the family go without 
strong, Christian leadership.” And 
then he said, “I came along and 
I married. I let my wife do the 
praying. If she wanted to teach 
the children, all right. If she 
wanted to send them to Sunday 
School, all right. I was busy. Il 
never led in family worship. I 
never got the children off to Sun- 
day School. If the children were 
bad, I. said to my wife, ‘You at- 
tend to them.” I left the disci- 
pline and responsibility to her. 
But I took the vow of Joshua 
with these men the other night. 
Thank God, I have started to lead 
my family for God to see about 
worship, to have thanks at the 
table! Now I help get the children 
ready for church and Sunday 
School. Many things: the wife will 
have to do for me, but I am taking 
the responsibility of being the head 


of the home for God. You pray 
for me. God help me to be faith- 
ful.” 


We need men such as that. The 
sins of men! You are a quitter 
and a slacker when your children 
depend on their father and he is 
not dependable. They trust you. 
Your wife gave her life up to your 
care and changed her name, and 
you have failed her and your 
children. If you have left all 
the responsibility on your wife’s 
slender shoulders, you are a 
sissy and a quitter when you ought 
to be a man. God has a serious 
charge against a man who sins in 
relation to his family responsi- 
bility. 

2. Another Sin Against the 
Family is Setting a Bad Example. 

It is worse for a man to sin 
wha. has a family... I remember 


so well when. Grace, my oldest 
daughter, was born. I planned 
and prayed. Some way I never 


dreamed and entered into the full 
sense of responsibility until in the 
hospital a tiny little bundle of six 
and three-quarter pounds was laid 
in my arms. I was anxious that she 
have the proper number of arms 
and legs. I thought she was the 
prettiest baby I ever saw. As 
they put the baby in my arms, 
I thought, “Here is, not only a 
little mind to be trained and a 
body to be fed and clothed...” (I 
guess I would have trembled had 
I known how many thousands of 
dollars I would spend in music 
lessons and a college education.) 
But I thought, “An immortal] soul 
for Heaven or Hell I have in my 
hands. O Lord, I will have to 
walk straight!” There has never 
been a second since that I 
haven’t felt the burden of my 
family. You have something on 
your hands when you marry. 
We have heard ‘the following 
story in various forms. But when 
Dr. Jeff D. Ray was pastor at 
Huntsville, Texas, great B. H. 
Carroll came to see him and to 
preach. Dr. Ray went down to 
the train to meet Dr. Carroll. 
There had been snow, not usual in 
that territory. As he _ started 
walking through the snow to the 
railroad station, he heard a voice 
behind him. He looked back, and 
his little boy was walking be- 
hind him just as fast as he could. 
The boy would jump and stretch 
his legs. He said, “I am coming 
right after you, and Daddy, I’m 
a might’ near stepping in your 
tracks!” Dr. Ray grabbed his 
boy up in his arms and ran back 
to the house. When he got inside 
the door, his wife looked at him 
and said, “Jeff, your face is as 
white as a sheet!” He said, “Jos- 
ephine, do you know what my 
boy said? He said, ‘Daddy I’m 
coming right after you and I’m a 
might’ near stepping in your 
tracks!’”

The Days of Mass Evangelism 
Are Not Over, Says Pastor 
of First Brethren Church

of mass evangelism are over?’ 
Thus asked Dr. Hankins of me 
as we sat together on the plat- 
form of the crowded Quimby

Auditorium less than twelve hours 
ago as the closing service of the 
Christ for Greater Fort Wayne 
three weeks’ campaign got under 
way. The crowd waiting at the 
doors forty minutes before service 
time nearly filled the 2,500 seats 
in the auditorium and on_ the 
platform. Word has just come 
that a neighboring church, wired 
for overflow, was filled rapidly. 
‘Yes,” I replied, ‘I’ve known for 
years that the days of mass evan- 
gelism were over! I've even 
known the reasons why we 
couldn’t expect such a move- 
ment,’ 


“Don’t misunderstand me. I 
have been brought up and trained 
in the most fundamental of 
churches. But from the begin- 
ning I have heard reasons which 
I accepted as authority that the 
day of great revivals was over. 
Everything from the apostasy to 
the nearness of Christ’s return 
has been advanced as the reason. 
But God still honors His Word and 
those who step out in faith upon 
it. Here in Fort Wayne, He laid 
the burden on the hearts of a 
group of Christian business and 
professional men first of all. A 
few of us ministers had prayed 
for such an awakening. In less 
than six months of actual plan- 
ning, the first union campaign in 
more than thirty-three years in 
history, with more than six hun- 
dred definite decisions for Christ, 
with the finest spirit of fellow- 
ship khown among believers of the 
city who have participated, and 
with a unanimous’ enthusiasm 
among us for more and greater 
campaigns for Christ as the re- 
sult, 

“T personally want to praise 
God in print for my first privi- 
elege of experiencing such a cam- 
paign for souls in my thirty-one 
years. I thank Him for’ the 
Spirit-filled ministry of the Happy 
Clarks in their ministry of music 
and their work among the chil- 
dren. As for Dr. Hankins’ preach- 
ing, I have lived at Winona Lake 
for nearly three years and listen- 
ed to preaching of the finest men 
around the world. I have been 
used to the best in our own fel- 
lowship. But I have never heard 
more sound, solid, Bible-preach- 
ing and that with a rea] heart 
passion, than it has been my joy 
to hear during the past three 
weeks.

Then he explained that he and 
his wife had been on the point of 
Separatio.. geand divorce. Their 
boy, a lovely Christian, had died 
in the Navy. Both were miser- 
able and unhappy, began to quar- 
re] with each other and were on 
the point of breaking up theii 
marriage when both found Christ. 
Now they are happy, not only 
with the Lord but with each oth- 
er, What a blessed happy spirit 
was in the home when we were 
there! 

Some Happy Incidents“and 
Convers.ons 

The first Sunday night of the 
Campaign several were saved 
when I preached on Hell. Aftei 
the benediction someone broughi 
a beautiful young lady to the plat- 
form to see me. She wanted to be 
saved. We took plenty of time 
Showing her the promises of God 
from John 1:12, John 3:16, John 
3:36, and John 6:37, and she very 
accepted Christ. The 
next day I discovered she was a 
waitress in the Coffee Shop of 
the hotel where we stayed, and 
found that she was very happy 
in the Lord. She came regularly 
to the services. She told us of 
her boy friend, who was unsaved. 
He was in the Army, but came 
to see her the last two days of 
the meeting. She told him how 
she had found the Lord and want- 
ed him to be saved. And the 
closing service of the campaign 
he came to Christ, happily saved. 

The closing Sunday afternoon 
we had a special section of the 
church reserved for new converts. 
They ‘met me _ fifteen minutes 
early in the young people’s as- 
sembly room of the church, and 
I talked to them about their new 
life. Then they were seated in 
a body, filling a large section. 
Most of them were adults and 
they were certainly a happy 
sight. Dr. Clarke called for tes- 
timonies and a number of the 
new converts rose to tell how 
happy they were in the Saviour. 
The preceding evening an old man 
came to the Lord, a gray-haired 
man whose age was apparent. Bui 
when he stood in this testimony 
meeting his testimony was about 
as follows: “I am sure glad I 
let Jesus come into my heart. I 
was just an old sneak. Many 
a time I would go behind the ga- 
rage and smoke and my wife 
would ask me, ‘Have you been 
smoking?’ and I would say, ‘No,’ 
but I was just lying. And now 
I have let Jesus come into my 
heart.” Evidently his deceit on 
this matter weighed heavily on 
his conscience while others were 
repenting of their drunkenness 
and worse. 

I regularly use an inquiry room 
in my revival campaigns and in- 
Sist that each one who comes 
forward to claim the Saviour be 
dealt with very, very carefully, 
and that the workers use many, 
many Scriptures so that every 
convert will have full assurance 
of salvation. However, I really 
try to make the preaching so 
plain and the inviation so definite 
and clear that the decision will be 
fully made and -the assurance of 
salvation received when repenting 
sinners come to take my hand. 
Rarely is there any doubt to be 
removed. For example, Satur- 
day night among a number of 
men who came to take Christ as 
Saviour was one to whom I said, 
“Do you realize that you are a 
sinner? And you believe that 
Christ died for sinners, don’t you? 
Then are you willing here and 
now to trust Jesus, to risk Him 
to save you?” To my astonish- 
ment, he answered; “Yes, but 
there isn’t any risk to it!” And 
he was right. I was simply using 
the word risk in a colloquial sense 
which means depend upon. One 
really runs no risk in trusting 
Jesus. 

One of the most. refreshing 
things about the campaign was 
that many, many church members 
who had never been saved but 
had been in the church since in- 
fancy found the Lord. And many 
others who had no assurance of 
salvation came out clearly into a 
triumphant faith in the blood of 
Christ and assurance of forgive- 
ness of sin. Praise God for a 
gracious revival! 

One Saved, Brought Another 

One of the clear evidences that 
this was a wide-spread _ revival 
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wrought by the power of the Holy 
Spirit is that many who came to 
Christ then immediately began to 
work for the conversion of their 
loved ones. 

Sunday afternoon, December 7, 
I preached to men and boys only 
the sermon, “Men and “Their 
Sins,” published in this issue of 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD. 
Among those saved that Sunday 
afternoon was a man who, after 
the service was over and he was 
assured of his salvation, came to 
me and said, “And I thought I 
was so good! I don’t know what 
a dirty dog I was! And me with 
three preciOus children for which 
I am responsible to God.” He 
shook his head, seemingly over- 
come at the new sense of respon- 
sibility he had for his family, to 
lead them to Christ. Then look- 
ing up with tears in his eyes, he 


said, “I’m going home to them 
right now!” Abruptly he left 
and a night or two later he 


brought his wife to sit directly 
in front of me and then at the 
invitation led her to take my 
hand, claiming Christ as her Sav- 
iour. In a later’ service he 
brought his oldest child. 

Many times we saw that God- 
given impulse to go get the rest 
of the family saved, as soon as one 
found Christ. 

A woman sat and wept during 
the servige on the third Sunday 
night of the campaigrf. At the 
invitation I was watching her, 
because she had held her hand 
for prayer. She whispered a few 
words in the ear of her son, then 
put her hand on his shoulder, gave 
him a push and followed him to 
the front to take my hand, both 
of them claiming Christ as 
Saviour. They went to the inquiry 
room for further careful dealing 
that they might be fully assured 
of Salvation, then she came back 
into the auditorium, went to a 
daughter and brought her directly 
to me to accept Christ. 

An old woman came one night 
to confess herself a backslider. 
After her troubles had all been 
cleared up and she was happy she 
went at once to her husband, a 
gray-haired man, and brought him 
to accept and claim Christ, as His 
Saviour. 

The soul-winning concern of 
young people for their friends was 
very great. The revival became a 
matter of daily conversation 
among students at the high school, 
and they influenced their friends 
to accept Christ. 

Fifty-Six Public Professions 
in the Closing Service 

I do not have at hand the record 
of the converts. That will be 
given, I trust, by Brother Glassco 
in the official report in a later 
issue. But he showed me the 
cards recording those who came to 
claim Christ as Saviour or who 
returned as backslider in the clos- 
ing service on December 14. As 
I sat on the platform and saw 
that great crowd, before’ the 
sermon Sunday night, I earnestly 
pleaded with the Lord for fifty 
souls. After the service was over 
Brother Glassco indicated that 
there were fifty-six who had come 
forward and been dealt with per- 


sonally in the inquiry room. A 
few of these were backsliders whe 
had formerly made profession of 
faith, but most were coming te 
their first confession of sin and 
acceptance of Christ as Saviour. 

On that closing Sunday night a 
large troop of Boy Scouts, possibly 
forty boys, attended in a body and 
sat in a reserved section. They 
stood as a body under the direction 
of their Scoutmaster and gave the 
scout oath. Practically all were 
in uniform. They were deeply 
moved during the service and ten 
or more held their hands fog 
prayer. At the invitation »@ 
beautiful thing happened. After 
one or two of the Boy Scouts 
came to take Christ, the Scout- 
master came and stood just im 
front of the platform and as each 
scout would come to take my hand 
the Scoutmaster would holq hig 
arm or put his arm around hig 
shoulder and pat him on the back 
while the boy solemnly told me 
his decision to trust Christ. Then 
when most of the scouts had come, 
the Scoutmaster went into the 
inguiry room. Some of these Boy 
Scouts who had claimed. Christ 
and had been carefully instructed 
by the pastors and others began 
to come back to their reserved 
section and encourage other mem- 
bers of the scout troop to come te 
Christ. Only a few of these boys 
had ever made a profession. Be- 
fore the meeting closed all but 
one, I think, had come to Christ. 

I believe that everywhere pos 
sible efforts should be made te 
get large groups into the meetings, 
We are glad to welcome men’s 
Bible classes, Boy Scout troops, 
the city firemen, World War vet- 
erans, blue star and gold star 
mothers, the W. C. T. U., and any 
other groups that can be gucie: 
to come in a body who will bring 
along some who otherwise would 
not attend. Of course we never 
compromise a _ principle. The 
preaching is always the same Bible 
preaching. But we try to be all 
things to all men that we might 
by all means win some. This was 
Paul’s principle, too (I Cor. 9:22). 

Dr. Harry Clarke had led sing- 
ing in revival services in this 
same Methodist church thirty 
years ago. It was a very great 
joy to have him with me here. He 
always makes a great’ contri- 
bution to the spiritual power and 
success of a revival campaign 
with his tremendous congrega- 
tional singing, fine choir work and 
his heart-warming solos. I agree 
with the Evangelist Billy Sunday, 
with whom Dr. Clarke labored 
eight years, that there is no one 
his equal as a Spirit-filled song 
leader. 

I plan to be home for a few 
days, speak at St. Louis Youth for 
Christ Saturday, December 20, 
then go to Evarisville Rescue 
Mission for eight days beginning 
Sunday, December 28. 

Let me take this occasion to 
thank hundreds of friends and 
loved ones for Christmas greetings, 
in case any’ should remain un- 
answered. God bless you and a 
Happy New Year to every reader 
of THE SWORD OF THE LORD!

Evangelize Until 


(Continued from Page 1) 


you. There has always been the 
game distance between Hell and 
Heaven. It hag always been that 
a man had to repent of all of his 
sins and put his faith in Jesus. 
The plan of salvation has never 
ehanged. The need of the human 
heart has never changed. We are 
to evangelize until Jesus comes. 


The Lord gave us these march- 
ing orders and they are to last 
until the end of the age. We will 
not get any more marching orders. 
Somebody is always wanting to 
know what the will of God is for 
his life. I found a long time ago 
that God usually reveals His will 
to people while they are walking, 
while they are going somewhere. 
There is one thing I know God 
wants every child of His now 
listening to my voice to do: He 
wants him to do his part in evan- 
gelizing a lost world, until He 
comes. Some pastors were told 
that they were not supposed to 
win anybody to Jesus, but that is 
contrary to the teaching of the 


Bible. Paul told Timothy, a pas- 
tor, “Do the work of an evangel- 
ist.” 


There is a passage of Scripture 
which I take with me. Every 
time I hold a revival meeting I 
read it upside down, inside out, 
memorize it, and let it breathe 
upon me. It is in the tenth chap- 
ter of Luke, the sixteenth verse. 
It encourages me. It challenges 
me. It humbles me. It makes 
me serious. Here is what Jesus 
said, ‘‘He that heareth you heareth 
me.” He sent out His disciples 
two by two to evangelize, and He 
gave them this comfort, gave them 
this encouragement. That is O.K., 
isn’t it? Isn’t it wonderful? “He 
that heareth you heareth me; and 
he that despiseth you despiseth 
me; and he that despiseth me des- 
piseth him that sent me.” The 
next time I walk up to somebody 
and ask him about his soul and 
press the claims of Christ on him, 
I will have royal company, brother. 
I will not be by myself. Go over 
to Cairo, Egypt and you do not go 
by yourself. Christ will go to 
Cairo, Egypt, with you. He will 
be over there all the time to help 


you evangelize. He said, TI will 
go with you.” How long? WUntil 
it gets hard sledding? No! How 


long? Until the churches are 
dried up? No! How long? Until 
the evangelist is the mat that the 
people are going to scrape their 
feet on! How long? How long? 
Until the end of the age! 

Let it get in your blood. We 
have been making alibis long 
enough. I say to you, under God, 
if you can get lost people under 
the sound of. the ‘Word, you will 
find that they will be saved in as 
great numbers proportionately as 
they ever were. We are to evan- 
gelize until! 


Il. How to Go About 
Evangelizing 

What is this business of evan- 
gelizing? This is not going to be 
new. I am not purposely going to 
offend anybody, but I am young 
enough to have some convictions. 
All the sap isn’t knocked out of 
me yet. And I want to. talk 
plainly about this business of 
what we are to do. We are to 
evangelize. We are evangels. We 
have a message to some people, 
and everything must dove-tail; 
every effort of everybody who-is 
a child of God must be captured, 
eaptivated, seized and brought to 
bear on this great business of get- 
ting the news out to lost people. 
We are to evangelize. 

1. Pray For God’s Power. 

How would you know how to go 
ebout evangelizing? Well, we 
would go back to the day of 
Pentecost; and we would have the 
same crowd of people present as 
they had on the day of Pentecost. 
That is when they started out to 
evangelize in a big way. 

The first thing on the program 
would be that we would have the 
pray-ers there, wouldn’t we? Who 
is to do the evangelizing? First, 
praying people. The praying 
lasted ten days there, lasted until 
the power came. Now get it 
straight. The day of Pentecost 
would have come whether they 
prayed or not, but the power of 


doing what Jesus said for them to 
do — preach, win souls, baptize 
and teach people.

had not prayed. So they had some 
pray-ers there. 

2. Get Sinners to Hear 
Preaching of the Word. 
Then they had some preachers 
there. The preachers and the 
rest of the people, 120 we suppose, 
all prayed; but they did not all 
preach. On the day of Pentecost 
the preachers came from their 
knees and from the filling of the 
Spirit of God to preach, to start

I humbly sug- 
gest that there is no substitute for 
the preaching of the Word of God, 
and I earnestly’ask you to consider 
this: the best piece of personal 
work the churches of Christ can 
do, and the members of _ those 
churches can do. oftentimes, is to 
get unsaved people under the 
sound of a preacher who preaches 
the Word of God. There is no 
substitute for preaching. 

Who said so? God said so. 
First Corintians 1:21, “For after 
that in.the wisdom of Gog the 
world by wisdom knew not God, it 
pleased God by the foolishness of 
preaching to save them that be- 
lieve.” We give the wrong im- 
pression. I talk about * winning 
somebody to Jesus, but I did not 
do it. Brother John talks about 
winning somebody to Jesus, but he 
did not do it. We have to work 
together to win one soul to Jesus. 
We cooperate. Somebody plants. 
Somebody else waters, and God 
give the increase. Maybe I have 
the joy sometimes of leading a 
soul to a decision, but perhaps 
somebody else preached to that 
person. Perhaps somebody else 
sang the gospel to him. Some- 
body prayed for him, perhaps, or 
somebody put a hand on his 
shoulder. Somebody else had a 
part in it, too. The wife who 
brings her husband to the house 
of God and under the influence of 
the gospel has as much a part in

ing. Somewhere down the line the 
Word of God must be preached. 
There is no substitute in the plan 
of evangelization for preaching. 
8. Depend Upon the Holy Spirit 
to Convict. 
I suppose the rest of that crowd 
did personal work, for we are told 
what happened after, Peter had 
preached that sermon and you are 
familiar with it. My time is 
limited; I am not going to go over 
the sermon. You know about it. 
You know its message. You know 
its context. You know its passion. 
You know its purpose. You know 
to whom it was directed.. The 
thing happeneq that ought to 
happen when we preach, or when 
we teach a Sunday school class. 
When the congregation heard it 
they were pricked in their hearts. 
The Holy Spirit did that. Don’t 
you think so? The Holy Spirit 
pricked them in their hearts, and 
the Scripture says, “And they said 
unto Peter and to the rest of the 
apostles, Men and brethren, what 
shall we do?” They did not say, 
“What must we do to be saved,” 
but brother, they knew it was 
their move. They had had the 
Apostle Peter point at them with 
the Word of God and say, ‘You 
killed the Son of God. Yes sir, 
you did! You killed the Son of 
God.’ And those fellows, when 
their hearts were pricked, said, 
“It’s our move now!” 

Ill. What We Should Get 

Sinners to Do 

May I suggest that right here 
is where we need to know the 
Word. What in the world are we 
going to tell people who know it 
is their move? In our preaching, 
in our personal work, and in all of 
our efforts of evangelizing, what 
are we going to tell them? You 
heard Brother Appelman as he 
pressed for earnestness in per- 
suading? But what are we going 
to persuade them to do? What 
are we going to plead with them 
to do? The Devil will not mind 
much if you are earnest in pressing 
a decision, unless in the preaching 
and in the pressing you hew 
straight to the line as to what 


God would not have come if they 
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preaching, all our personal work, 
all our work of evangelizing is to 
produce two things — not two 
sides of one thing, but two things. 


First, -repentance; and_ second, 
faith. 

1. We Are to Get Men to Re- 
pent. - 


That is how the folks on the 
day of Pentecost went about do- 
ing business; that is how the) 
went about doing what Jesus tolau 
them to do until He came; that 
is how the  prayer-empowered 
church on the day of Pentecost 
went about it, preaching the gos- 
pel. And then when men saw 
that it was their move, Peter, in 
verse 38, told them what to do 
about the business of salvation. 
“Repent, and be baptized every 
one of you in the name of Jesus 
Christ for the remission of sins.” 


We preachers, Sunday school 
workers and deacons do not want 
to take the mechanics into the 
pulpit or the Sunday school class; 
but under God, we ought to find 
out after a while what repentance 
is. We ought to know what the 
Bible says repentance is. How 
on earth are we going to preach 
and persuade and beg people to 
repent when we do not know 
what it is ourselves, or what we 
want those folks to do? They 
want to do something, usually. 
Down South we say that all of the 
colored people are Baptists unless 
they have been tampered with. 
The biggest problem we have in 
these United States is lost people 
who have been tampered with by 
some religious expert, or some- 
thing. They have their own ideas. 
Oh, how we need to be crystal! 
clear in doing personal work, in 
preaching in persuading, in press- 
ing for decision, that we press 
them, and preach to them, and 
persuade them to do the first 
thing, the necessary thing. No 
man on earth will believe ‘in Je- 
sus until -after he has repented. 
I will prove it to you. In Mat- 
thew 21:32, Jesus said, “... and 
ye, when ye had seen it, repented 
not afterward, that ye might be- 
lieve him.” Let us quit arguing 
about repentance not being for 


people in these days. It is! Let's 
press for repentance. 
Now what is it? Perhaps we 


are not going to tell them what 
it is, but we certainly want to 
preach and persuade and teach 
the Scripture so they will do it. 
In the book of John, the word “re- 
pent” does not appear, but the 
thing ‘repent” does appear a lot 
of times. Do you get it? ‘The 
word “repent” is not in the book 
of John, but the thing, “repent,” 
is there a lot of times. You may 
not want to get up and give peo- 
ple a definition of repentance. 
You know what it is. You 
know what has to happen 
to the sinner. You already know 
what he will have going on in 
his soul if he repents. Our busi- 
ness is to press to get people to 
repent. Repentance looks three 
ways in the Bible. We are to 
preach, we are to speak, we are 
to plead, we are to pray that lost 
people will come to change their 
minds, their attitude, and then their 
conduct with reference to their 
sins. Jesus said, “Except ye re- 
pent [and there He was speaking 
with reference to their sins], ye 
shall .all likewise perish” (Luke 
13:3, 5). What are we going to 
do? Just tell a fellow he has to 
repent of sins? No! More than 
that! Preach about his sins! 
Talk about them! Preach the 
first chapter of Isaiah. Preach 
from the thirty-fifth chapter of 
Psalms. It would scare qa. sinner 
to read-that Psalm on~-what sin 
will do for him. Turn to the first 
chapter of Romans, and preach 
about what sin does-to people. Go 
yonder to Calvary and see what 
God does to His Son when His 
Son has been made sin; see how 
God turns His back upon Him and 
leaves Him despised and rejected. 
If people hear you tell what sin 
will do to them, hear you tell 
about the effects of sin, hear you 
tell about the penalty of sin, hear 
you tell about the end of sin, and 
then still want to hold on to their 
sin, they have not repented. 


But if somebody says, “Oh, my 
sin! I would to God I could get 
rid of it; I would to God I would 
not have to pay the penalty of it; 
I would to God I would not have 
to suffer the consequences of it,” 
that person has already changed 
his mind about sin, brother, and 
he is ready to change his con

The Bible in Acts 20 talks about 
repentance toward God. Are you 
going to get up and tell a sinner 
to repent toward-God? Yes, but 
he doesn’t know what it means. 
What are you going to tell him? 
Tell him this: God has eyes so 
pure that He cannot even look 
on sin or behold iniquity. 


Preach on the sixth chapter of 
Isaiah and show people how, when 
Isaiah saw God in all His holi- 
ness, he said: “Woe is me! for l 
am undone; because I am a man 
of unclean lips, and I dwell in 
the midst of a people of unclean 
lips.” Preach on the divine, holy 
character of God. 


There surely is a lot of Roman 
Catholicism among us Baptists, 
Methodists, Presbyterians, and so 
on. We rather think that the 
Virgin Mary is not the only one 
who can get JeSus to do things 
better than somebody else. And 
it would surprise you how much 
praying is going on during the 
invitaiion when people are com- 
ing, when they know that they 
ought to go urge sinners to re- 
pent. It would surprise you how 
many people are trying to get 
God to excuse sin, how many 
people are trying to get God to 
overlook sin, how many people 
are trying to get God to forgive 
the sin of unrepenting hearts. 
But there is just one wasis on 
which God Almighty will forgive 
sin, and that is the basis of the 
shed blood of Jesus. Judgment 
must come. The character of 
God demands that the soul that 
sinneth, it shall die. God’s law, 
immutable, is never . changed, 
Somebody must die for sin. Some- 


body must pay for sin. Jesus 
has paid for it. Redemption is 
through Him, Forgiveness is 


through His blood. Oh, preach 
and persuade and plead with peéo- 
ple about the justice and the holy 
character of God until they will 
see that He will send them to: a 


body to pay for their sins! Sin-" 
ners must repent toward God. 
Then the Bible talks about re- 
pentance from dead works: Some 
people say that a lot of folks un- 
consciously trust Jesus. No, they 
don’t! You cannot unconscious- 
ly trust Jesus. Salvation is an 
experience, It is an experience 
that God works in the heart of 
& person who is not asleep or 
unconscious. And let me say it 
to you now; I would not offend 
you, but I do not want anybody 
to go to Hell because I did not 
want to offend him. I am telling 
you now, that as long as some- 
body is trusting in anything he 
has ever done, or anything he is 
doing, or anything he will do, he 
has not trusted Jesus Christ’s 
dying to pay for his sins. There 
is nothing under God’s Heaven 
but Christ’s dying on the cross 
that will pay for your sins. We 
must get folks to repent of their 
dead works. 


There was a boy who came to 
me in an altar service. I said, 
“Are you a sinner?” 

He said, “O preacher, I’m the 
worst sinner out of Hell!” 

I said, “Do you reckon that God 
is going to send you to Hell?” 

He said, “I know He is.” . 

I said, ‘Well, haven’t you some 
good things you think would get 
God in good humor?” 

He said, “Not me, preacher; I 


haven’t a chance!” Brother, he 
was ready! He was ready! Ready 
for what? Ready for somebody 


to tell him about the finished 
work of Jesus Christ. 

We are to evangelize until 
Jesus comes. What is evangeliz- 
ing? Getting lost people-to re- 
pent of their sins, repent toward 
God, repent of their good works. 

2. We Are to Point Repentant 
Sinners to Christ 

Then we are to tell people 
what Peter told them. He point- 
ed them to Jesus. We are to get 
men to put their faith in Jesus. 

It is true that a person who 
does not believe anything never 
has any doubts, but here are three 
or four Scriptures that I wish 
to read to you quickly, regarding 
assurance. Jesus said to the 
woman at the well, ‘If you drink 
of this water out of Jacob’s well, 
you will keep on being thirsty; 
but if you drink of the water I 
am talking about, you never will 
thirst again.’ 

I turn to Isaiah, chapter 32, 
verse 17. There God says, “And 
the work of righteousness shall 


eousness quietness and assurance 
for ever.” 


I turn to the third chapter of I 
Corinthians and read, “For other 
foundation can. no man lay than 
that is laid, which is Jesus Christ. 
There is just one foundation that 
will stand, the foundation Jesus— 
laid—-His own precious blood. 

I read in Isaiah 26:3, “Thou 
wilt keep him in perfect peace, 
whose mind is stayed on thee: be- 
cause he trusteth in thee.” In 
Thee! In Thee! I do not care 


whether you have people kneel 
at an altar or not. I do not care 
how you conduct your service. 
But I beg of you, whatever you 
do, do not let folks get away 
from there until you have done 
your dead-level best to get them 
to put their trust and faith ab- 
solutely and completely in Jesus 
Christ’s dying on the cross to 
pay for their sin. ~ That is the 
only thing on earth that will do 
it. Faith without the blood will 
not keep them out of Hell. Re- 
pentance without the blood will 
not keep them out of Hell. Heal- 
ing will not keep them out of 
Hell, The blood of Jesus is the 
only thing that will pay the price! 
It is the blood of Jesus that 
washes whiter than snow. It is 
the blood of Jesus! [That is the 
only thing that God has ever done 
to pay for man’s sins. He never 
will do anything else.] 
Abraham was saved by trusting 
in the blood of Jesus- That is 
what Paul is talking about in the 
third chapter of Romans when he 
talks about our past sins—not 
the sins you committed yester- 
day, but the sins of Abraham, 
the sins of Noah, and the sins of 
Adam. All of those people who 
were saved before Calvary, were 
saved on credit, looking toward 
the cross. There is not anybody 
in Heaven now who got thére any 
way except through the = shed 
bloodof Jesus, the way you get 
Saved now. “You look back to the 
Son 0f=Ged.hanging on a tree, 
pouring “out “His precious. blood. 
That is God's way. That is God’s 
way! If Jesus did not mean that 
we were saved by putting our 
faith in the death of Christ, what . 
did He mean when He said, “As 
Moses lifted up the serpent in the 
wilderness, even so must the Son 
of man be lifted up: that whoso- 
ever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have eternal life’ 
(John 3:14, 15). Jesus dying on 
the cross, lifted up on the cross, 
paying the price of sin—bless 
God. If that is not talking about 
His death what is it talking 
about? 
I do not want to give the wrong 
orders to people. I don’t want 
somebody to point their finger at 
me at the judgment bar of God. 
There are going to be some people 
up there to whom I preached. I 
shall have to witness at the judg- 
ment and I do not want people ~ 
to point to me and say, “You 
preached pretty good. I “went 
down to the front under your min- 
istry, but you did not tell me 
the truth about in whom to put 
my faith. I wanted to be saved. 
I knew my sins were about to 
send me to Hell. I knew God was 
just. I did not doubt it. I 
wanted you to tell me the truth, 
but you did not tell me. I went 
away from there thinking I was 
saved. I had some kind of a 
feeling, but I did not put my case 
in the hands of the living Lord 
who paid for my sins on Calvary.” 
Some years ago in Pennsyl- 
vania I went with the pastor of 
a church out into the country to 
try to win a man to Jesus. I 
could not do it But, bless God, 
while we were there, we won his 
thirteen-year-old boy to Jesus. 
Not long ago a boy over in Guad- 
alcanal was shot on the battle- 
field. When the stretcher bear- 
ers came to him, he was dead. In 
his left hand was a yellow piece 
of paper. The yellow piece of 
paper was a circular announcing 
our meeting in Pennsylvania 
years ago. It had my picture on 
it, and my name. In his right 
hand was a pencil. He had scrib- 
bled a message under my picture 
and under my name. He said, 
“Dear Mom: I am dying; but 
Mother, I want you to know that 
in a revival meeting which Broth- 
er Rolfe Barnard conducted in 
our town, I trusted Jesus. Broth-

but did not win him. But he won 
me, He got me to trust Jesus.

What a sin when a man does 
mot lead his family right! You 
are an example! 


When I was fifteen years of 
age I worked on a farm in the 
black flats of West Texas. Jeff 
Lyles was in charge, After sup- 
per we stood on the back porch 
and looked at the stars. As we 
atood there, Brother Jeff, that 
good old Christian man, § said, 
“Brother John, I want you to 
pray for my boys. Russell, the 
youngest, is saved. And Flora is 
saved. But my older boys who 
saw me when I drank and heard 
me cuss—I can’t get any of them 
saved. They don’t go to church. I 
got the younger crowd but the 
older crowd who knew my life be- 
fore I was converted are still un- 
saved. John, pray for my boys! 

It is an awfully hard thing for 
Dad to live down a bad example. 
That is a sin against the family. 
When your children do not have 
@ good example, as when they 
do not have enough discipline, 
then you are. sinning against 
your family, in God’s sight. You 
men hear me. You ought to love 
your children, but you are not 
a good Dad unless you bear down 
and make them mind. Any Dad 
who allows the wife to call them 
and does not make them get up 
the first time they are called, 
then his children are likely to go 
to ruin. And the dad sure is 
headed for trouble in his own 
life later on, if he does not make 
them. step when he speaks to 
them. 


A good woman said to Dr. Bob 
Jones: “Dr. Bob, will you pray 
for my _  fourteen-year-old boy 
who is breaking my heart? He 
won't mind me. He does this, that 
and the other, and he is breaking 
my heart.” 

“No,” Dr. Bob Jones said, “Il 
am not going to pray for him. 
What's the use of wasting my 
time praying when you could fix 
M in a few minutes with a stick?” 

Why pray like aé_e hypocrite 
when God has already told you 
what to do?

ty-one. He said, “My father was 
a Christian. I think he was; he 
said he was. I guess he was a 
Christian. But, Brother Rice, l 
never heard him pray. If I 
could only remember one time 
when I heard my father call on 
God and pray for his children! 
Oh, I guess he was a Christian, 
but if I could remember one 
time I ever heard my dad pray!” 
A boy ought to have that privi- 
lege. God give us men to lead 
the family right, 

I keep thinking about the old 
jailor who got converted. Paul 
said to him, “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ and thou shalt be 
saved, and thine house,’ if they 
believe. This old jailor took his 
responsibility and got the whole 
family converted and baptized 
before daylight the next morn- 
ing. I like that. Some people 
have been converted ten to twenty 
years and the family is still not 
saved. Phooey on that kind of 
religion! You are like Lot in 
Sodom who was as one that 
mocked to his sons-in-law. What 
we need is some men who can get 
their families saved. Up and 
down this country, wherever I 
go for a revival, women will 
come to me and =~say, “Oh, 
pray for my husband!” And they 
are not always won. Some of 
them are pretty hard. But I dare 
say that you never knew a man 
who was bold and upright and 
who meant business and who 
said, “I want you to pray for 
my wife,’ but that she was saved. 
Listen to me. You may have 
known a man who waited until 
his boy got forty years of age 
and he drank and cursed and then 
couldn’t win him, but I dare say 
these preachers never knew a 
man who really wanted his boy, 
who wasn’t over fifteen or sixteen 
saved, but that he got him, if he 
tried. A man can lead his fam- 
ily. A wife cannot always lead 
and the children cannot always 
lead, but the husband and father 
can lead the family for God, if 
he begins in time and means 
business. God meant for you to. 
Rise up, then, and put on the 
beautiful garments of strength 
and be men. “Quit you like men, 
be strong.” Some woman can’t 
win her ausband; some man may 
not be able to win his father and 
mother, but you can dead sure 
win the folks in your own house 
if you mean business and begin 
in time and if God’s power is 
with you. What a sin to let your 
own family go to Hell! 


IV. Men’s Sins Directly 
Toward God 

You see, “all sins are toward 
God. David, when he got Uriah’s 
wife and led her into sin and had 
Uriah killed, prayed in the fifty- 
first Psalm, “Against thee, thee 
only, have I sinned, and done 
this evil in thy sight.” The 
prodigal son, when he came home, 
said, “I have sinned against heav- 
en, and in thy sight, and am no 
more worthy to be called thy 
son.” In some sense, all the sins 
are against God, but some are so 
directly aimed at God that they 
ought to be considered separate- 
ly. 

1. Such a Sin Is Taking God’s 
Name in Vain. 

Anybody who curses is a sorry, 
dirty-minded old cuss. 

I remind you that I have had 
a rather wide experience. I rode 
after cattle and horses in west 
Texas, in pretty rough country. 
I played college football. I was 
in the U. §S. Infantry. I worked 
on public works. And so I have 
had a wide experience with men. 
I have never known a case where 
I knew the facts about it but 
that the profane. who took 
God’s name in vain, was also 
lewd and vulgar in respect to 
women. A man who does not 
reverence Almighty God will not 
reverence the virtue of a nice 
woman. He is _ fundamentally 
rotten in his heart when he is 
profane. “Out of the abundance 
of the heart the mouth speak- 
eth.” “Out of the heart of men, 
proceed evil thoughts, adulteries, 
fornications, murders, thefts, cov- 
etousness, wickedness, deceit, las- 
civiousness, an evil eye, blas- 
phemy, pride, foolishness.” So 
said Jesus in Mark 7:21, 22. 
“Oh, I don’t mean anything by 
it,” you say. They are your very 


“creature. 


life’s breath. It is natural for 
you to speak profanely because 
you have a profane nature. Yes, 
out of the wickedness, out of the 
abundance of the heart the mouth 
speaketh, If anyone here is a 
profane swearer, if you take 
God’s name in vain, I wish you 
would stop to realize that out of 
the abundance of a rotten sewer 
of a heart wrong with God come 
these words. And you sure need 
a new heart! If there be here a 
profane swearer, one who takes 
God’s name in vain, in God’s name 
repent of it and confess your sin 
to God and get forgiveness! That 
is a sin directly against God. 

2. The Sin of Ingratitude, 


There are other such sins, 
gratitude to God is one. It 
strange thing that a man will 
eat the food God provides and 
never thank God." A man sits 
down at the table and like a hog 
with both feet in the trough and 
snoot in the swill, doesn’t even 
look up to grunt. When I used 
to unsaddle and feed tired horses, 
often they had enough sense to 
whinny their than’:s. Some of 
you do not have as much char- 
aster, as much principle as an 
honest beast of burden! I am 
talking about men. God gave 
you a good home—you never 
thank Him. God gives you every 
breath, every heart beat; God 
gives you good health, a good 
wife, little babies—you don't 
thank Him. How infinitely un- 
grateful is any wretch who does 
not love God after all His good- 
ness! Don’t you see that is a 
sin directly against the God who 
loved you? 

38. The Sin 
Bible, 


Another sin directly against 
God is that you ignore His Word 
and do not love the Bible. I am 
sorry for a man who does not 
love the Bible. A man is awfully 
ignorant who does not read the 
Bible. I am interested in books. 
I head the Sword Book Club. A 
group of distinguished men—col- 
lege presidents, editors and evan- 
gelists—are judges for our book 
club. A great group of men 
help in this, such as Dr. Roberi 
G. Lee, Dr. John W.: Bradbury, 
Dr. Bob Jones, Jr., Dr. Hyman 
J. Appelman, Dr. V. Raymond 
Edman, and others. I am inter-* 
ested in books. But there are no 
books like the Bible. There are 
no books in the neighborhood oi 
it. As different as the sun is 
different from the earth is this 
Book from other books. Al- 
mighty God wrote a book and 
you don’t read it. You despise it. 
It is full of warnings—you do 
not heed them. It is full of 
promises—you do not believe 
them. It is full of offers and in- 
vitations—-you spurn them. What 
a sin for a man not to love the 
Bible and read the Bible! 

4. The Sin of Rejecting Christ. 

Now I come to the last word, 
and that is the sin of all sins 
against God. There is no sin, of 
all sins of men, like the sin of re- 
jecting Christ. Remember that 
when a man rejects Christ, he 
may be rejecting for his wife, 
his children and his grandchil- 
dren yet unborn. He may be 
sending not only himself but 
many others to Hell. There is no 
sin like that. Drunkenness is 
terrible but not as bad a sin as 
this or rejecting Christ, Adultery 
is bad, but not nearly so bad 
as rejecting Christ. The Holy 
Spirit calls and pleads with you. 
Let Jesus come in, through His 
own representative, the Holy 
Spirit, and let Him make you 
His high priest and forgive your 
sins and cleanse you. Let Jesus 
come in and make you a new 
Don’t turn Him down. 
Christ died for you. You know 
strong men ought to be tender. 
Strong men ought to be grateful. 
Strong men ought to be honor- 
able. You are none of those if 
you reject Jesus Christ who died 
to keep you out of Hell, who 
pours out all the blessings of 
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Heaven upon you. Listen; the 
worst sin any man can commit 
is to reject Jesus Christ. 


I wonder how many of you 
men can say, “I thank God 1 
know I am already saved. I am 
guilty of some of the sins men- 
tioned but I know I am already 
saved”? I would like for a bunch 
of us to stand again today. I 
want to give myself anew to 
God today. I want Him to con- 
secrate me and make me fit to be 
a husband and father, fit to be 
a good man. Do you want to be 
a weakling, a shirker, a slacker, 
a quitter, an unprincipled, un- 
Christian man? Or do you want 
the Holy Spirit of Christ to take 
His place and live in your body? 
Do you want, when you pray, to 


lift up holy hands, without fear 
and doubting? How many of 
you men would like to make a 
new dedication to Jesus Christ to 
lead your family for God? How 
many of you will, with the Lord’s 
help, set out to lead your family 
for God, be God’s good man?. 
How many of you can say, “I 
want Jesus to have me, lock, 
stock and barrel’? How many 
want to be God’s kind of man? 
Can you men stand on that? 


Now some of you may not be 
Christians. Will you give Jesus 
Your life today? Will you say, “If 
He will take me, I give myself to 
Him today’’? Will you say that?
